come. The Prophet ſpeaks of ſuch as feared 
the Lord, ſuch as nor only pretended to it, 


but did ſo really and truly, and ſhew'd it 
by their Carriage. While others diſregarded 
that Great and Glorious and Excellent Being, 
theſe Perſons trembled for fear of Him, and 
were afraid of his Fudgments.

Nor is there 


any Reaſon to be aſſign'd, why it ſhould not 


be the ſame alſo as to Religion. It was with 


this View that the Great and Blefled God, 
the Common Parent of all Mankind, oblig'd 
them to Social Worſhip as well as Perſonal, 
all along from the time that they were ſo 


far multiply'd as to be Capable of it: And it is 


worſhipping God in Society, that has help'd 
to keep Religion alive in the World, which 
without ir, had in all Probability expir'd long 
ago.

2. Secondly, What Sort of Perſons they 
ſhould be that ſhould Concur and be Active 
in ſuch Aſſociations, and how they ſhould 
be diſpos'd that would be moſt likely to reach 
the end of them, and ſecure a Bleſling, I an. 
ſwer, my Text furniſhes with their Proper 
Character: They ſhould be ſuch as fear the 
Lord, and think upon bis Name. Such as have 
a Real inward Veneration for the Bleſſed 
God, and his Name, and whatever bears his 
Stamp or Impreſs upon it; ſuch as are 
heartily concern'd for his Honour, Reverence 
his Word, make that their Standard, and 
are defirous from thence to take their Mea- 
ſures; ſuch as have ſome ſuitable Awe of 
Things Sacred upon their. Hearts, and are 
unfeignedly deſirous of a Conformity to God 
in Holineſs; theſe evidently are the Perſons 
who are the beſt diſpos'd to ſerve ſuch a 
Purpoſe. Others may indeed join in with 
ſuch, tho' they are in reality of an Oppo- 


ſite Character; and I can't ſee how it can 


be avoided ; fince there is no way of cer- 
tainly diſtinguiſhing ſach from others: But 
the greater Number there is of Perſons thus 
difpos'd, concern'd in ſuch Aſſociations, the 
greater is the Benefit likely to be from thence 
accruing, and the more Ground may there 
be to expect a Bleſſing. And unleſs there be

ſhould keep cloſe to the Rules of Scripture,

And now that I may draw towards a 
- Clofe, methinks nothing can be more eaſie 
than the Application of a Subject of this 
Nature, if our Hearts were bur ſuitably diſ- 
pos d. What can be. plainer, than that we 
have Reaſon with Concern to Larnent it, that 
tho? our Holy Religion has long had Foot- 
ing in this Land, yet they who have Pro- 
fefs'd it, have taken very little Care Compa- 
tatively, to expreſs their Goncern for it in 
the way that my Text Mentions! We have 
been Strangers to each other, ' to what we 
ſhould- have been! We have not talkd often 
one to another about the TFhings of God. 
Our Differences have created 'a Diſtance and 
a Shyneſs. We have been more forward to 
ſpeak againſt one another in a way of Re. 
proach wor Contempt, than to ſpeak to one 
another for God, of with ' a fuitable' Con- 
cern for our Common Religion. We have 
been teady enough to watch for each others 
Halting; but where have been the ve 
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that have ſpoken often one to another, and 
ſhewn by their Practiſe that they have fer a 
due Value upon the Communion of Saints'! 
This is Sad, and much ro be Lamented. 


And yer as much Cauſe as we have for 
a Complaint of this Nature, I think we 
have no ſmall Reaſon to be Thankful, that 


we have ſomething of a like Spirit with 


that in my Text ſtirring in our Times. The 
many Religious Societies there are form d 
among us, may in this Reſpect give us 
ſome Encouragement. The Eſftabliſh'd Church 


has a Conſiderable Number of ſuch Socie- 


ties: Some for the Propogation of Chriſtian 
Knowledge, and others for the Care of the 
Religious Education of Youth, in order to 
the amending the Riſing Generation. And 


were theſe. Societies form'd upon a Larger 


Botrom, and kept more free from a Party 
Spirit, and more Calculated to the Spread- 


ing ſerious Chriftianity, than the Propaga- 


ting ſuch Sentiments and PraCtiſes, as have 
no Real Tendency to make Perſons either 
better Men or better Chriſtians; than they'd 
be without them; as they could not but be 
more pleaſing to God, ſo I ſhould think 
they would be more acceptable to all good 
Men, and have the more Happy Influence 
on thoſe that ſhall riſe up after us. And 
yet in as much as whatever unhappy mix- 
ture there may be in them of Strife and 


Envy, (for which the Contrivers and Ma- 


nagers are the moſt Reſponſible) there is 
fill Reaſon to hope that ſome Real Good 
is done, I can ſay with St. Paul upon ano- 


ther occaſion, - I therein do Rejoice, yea, wk vhilip. 1,13, 
Our 


l Rejoice, 
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that if this were not Fear'd 


wiſe have been expected. For this  reafon 
ſome have freely declar'd their diſlike of them, 
fearing they would be attended with ill Con- 
ſequences: As if nothing were to be dreaded 
more, than our coming to a better Underſtand- 
ing among our ſelves, and diſcovering both 
on one hide and on the other, that there is 
nothing in the Principles or Notions where - 
in we differ, that need hinder truly pious Per- 
ſons of both ſorts, from joining together with 
equal Ardour, in whatſoever may be for the 
Glory of God, or the publick good. And 
having mentiotd that, I cant forbear adding; 
y much by 
ſome, (from whom other things might have 
been expected) twould be hard to give any 
thing of a Reaſon, why in the Accounts that 
are given of thoſe Societies, fo little Notice 
ſhould be taken of the Readineſs of the Diſ- 
Fenters from the very firft, to encourage ſo 
good a Work, and to contribute thejr Aſ- 


ſiſtance to it, by their Pains, their Advice; 


and their Contributions. Why ſhould the 
Church of Englard ingrofs all the Cane”: 
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this Caſe, as if none but Her Men bers were 
1 concern'd, when none have been more Active, 
1 Forward, and Zealous, our of à concern for 
| the Honour of our common Chriſtianity, than. 
fome that in Ritual matters have not been 
fatisfy'd with the National Eſtabliſhment, nor 
N clear as to the Power of impofing; of which 
(after the utmoft Searches) they are able to 
form no other Notion, than this, that it is an 
unwarrantable Lording it over Conſcience? ' | 
And among us that are Diſſenters, as much «= 
| 3s ſome. Deſpiſe us, and as freely as they 
inveigh againſt us, I hope beſides our fixd 
particular Churches (which as tar as we can 
underſtand the Mind of God in his Word, 
are agreeable to the Rule of Scripture) we 
have ſome other Societies, in which they that 
fear the Lord ſpeak often one to another, that 
have a very good Tendency. We have fome 
Meetings for Chriſtian Conference, which ſe- 
veral have had Caufe to bleſs God for. I 
am not Inſenſible that Combinations of this 
kind manag'd conceitedly, may have ill Con- 
ſequences, and prove a Nurſery for unquali- 
| fed ignorant Preachers, and intruders into the 
facred Miniſtry: And yet when they are 
manag'd with Sobriety and Humility, and 
Perfons go not out of their proper Sphere, 
nor ingage in Things above them, and are 
illing to be advis'd by ſuch as are more 
enſible of the ſabtle Wiles and Fetches 
of the Devil than themſelves : Thus Limi- 
ted, Pm abundantly Sarisfied, they much pro- 
mote Knowledge and Love, and profiting by 
the publick Qrdinances of the Houſe of God. 
It is not the Duty of Miniſters only, but 
F private Chriſtians too, keeping within the
